Her puragon brother
siile tor India, when, just as he I8 leaving,
a woman rushes distractediy ip, calls him
hor Ydear, dear George,” nnd reveals hersell in
the character of a disearded miglress, He casts
her off, whereupon shie goes and “incontinencly
drowns” herselt, She leaves a nole, however,
which tells Miss Courtenay that she{the betrayed)
hneg n sister, in o like business with hersell,
Emestine thereupon gives ber lile op to discoy-
ering this sister Annle. She visits her Christian
brothper, and finds him dying from excesses in
the shape of dissolute dissipation.  Finally she
i nds Annie, and alko discovers that her lover

snd  botrowed, Hugh Lingatd, wns the de-
trover, Bbe immodiately breaks the ongage
ment, bestows all her wealth in founding a

reluge tor these nymphs du paee, and devotes
her remuining duys Lo restoring and correcting
them.

I snoh & work as “Hidden Depths™ has any
moral, 1013 that our daughters shounld visit the
houses of low erime and infamy, and seek by
eontact to relerm thew denizens, It ineculeates
the iden thmt these crestures should uwot be
shunned, but should be received Inlo our homes
i they tepent, aud treated as thongh they wers
fit compuuions of the refined davghters and
wives of our eitizens. These doctrines are hor-
rxible; they are repugnant to the teachings of
dQiscretion, and will only Iead to harm.  What it
the wall were to be broken down, and the de-
graded have no restraint to prevent their gratifi-
catons—what, sy, wonld restrain thesc
clusses from dissolute indolgenee and gross im-
moralivy? Let them le In the bed they have
made, They have selecled their occupation,
and let nol the inpocent he defiled by contuct
The subject is one on which, as moral journusl
igts, we cunnot speak freely. We deplore that
the author of * Hiddeo Depths™ saw it to write.

It has an object, It is written, evidently, by a
lndy, who is deeply lmpreszed by the subject on
which ghe writes, But still, it is not a sultable
book for general resders, Asg fur as the name 1s
coucerned, we fall to see its apphesability, We
would suggest to the geologist that ** Hidden
Depths” are probably the “bone caves" of the
early ages of creation.

Dr. Lieber to ‘Tue Deama,’ and Mr, Curtis
to ‘Woman," All these subjeers were illustrated
upon the list of tossts by pussages Irom Shake-
spenre’s works. :

O dear ! from A Midsummer
Night's Drearm—the first part of which was taken
te refer to the creatore, and the second o his
price.”

Mr, Willinm Bwinton's “OCamprigns of the Army

of the Potomae,” with the following summary of

“Ihe ‘Campalens of the Army of the Poto-
mac” are too purely a military history to inte-
rest the general public.

a Rebel is a Rebel, some may uot rellsh the
euphuism which seeks to hide tue charaotsr
under the unrccowalsed term “Confederate,”
unitormly employed by Mr. Swinton., Taesn,
however, are comparatively slight raules, wizich
can ulwnys be corrected.  As & higtory of some
of the most important operstions of the war the
bouk has great went: though, as we have
shown, it Is not always unlmpeschable wherg
the author's leelines are onhsted for or azamat
per=ons or sete.  Thar (8 was written with w sin-
cure gesure to present & truthiul record ol the
devds of the Army of the Polomac simost aver s
mge bears evidence; snd, although it muy not
lm.'mm- the one history of that army, It will
prove a storchouse of opimons and faots to
which rutupe explorers must offten refor.”

Mires  O'Renmay.—The following savere,
though hardly unjust criticlsm, on “"Baged
Meats” of **Miles O'Reilly,” appeared in the lust
number of the Round Tab'e: —

“Why the volume hefors us should have been
entived ‘Daked Meats,' we have got the sigh st
tded, The proper name tor it is ‘Cold Hash.'
We are aut.oxl.sl!:l:tl that any prolessional writer
showld have 80 Little respeet for the public 4a 1d
Affix bis pame to 0 careless o collection; snd
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we are surprised that Curleton showld consent
fo publish g volume o well caloulatea to deprive
him ot the lttie roputation he has lelt for good
workmanship.

U1t we were not assured by the title-page that
thi book wag ‘eollected, revised, and edited’
by Mr. (barles G, Halpine, we should sappose
that some office-boy hnd put it together with the
aid of a te-pot and s patr of Bolssors,  No
nttompt Eﬁ: been wkde Lo arrangd tho varlons
articles selected, Some are wrilten in the char-
acter of Miles O'Rellly; some in that of the vor-
respondent of the frivune; some in that of the
editor of the Herald; some m that of Mr. Hal-

fue. One of the poems appears twice in this
Bouk. There is no index.

“Bxamples of thia iteh for notoriety multi-
ity ppon us A2 we turm over these codrse pages,

lore Mr. Halpine avows himgelf the autbor ol
the lyrie, "Teur Down that Flaunting Lie,’ his
vanify getting the better of hig prudence; and
rot ut the date when that pocin wis writien Mr,
i'lulpim.-“un A prosluvery Democrat, and for
years alterwards he was guite an active local
pohitician of that yarty. Then come aceotnts
of bogus banqguets and quotstions from imagi-
nury albums, all written in ovder to persuade
the render that Miles O'Reiily was received 1o
vod society nnd hnd bis verses rend at great
dinners, between the speechos of Anderson nnd
IMx. Recollections ol the war follow, in order
to give 1he impression that Me, Halpine was an
sotive soldier, when iu imot his' only mili-
tary duties were those ol 8 s#vcrewary, and
a8 he really eaw very little of the war,
and pueted  no  inconsiderable  poriion of
his time in this city—as the artieles in his book
slainly show—his ‘recollections' may bd as
ogus a8 his banquets, and are, alany ratelopen
to 1wepteion, Just ag he claims to have origl-
pated Mr. Bennew's editorials, so, in another
portion of the book, he presents himsell as the
real nuthor ol General Hunter's letters, beopuge
he acted s the Genernl's amsnuensis, And yvet
he commits thi= agrant and unpardounable
breach of confidence and decorum with® no (1l
feeling towards General Hunter, whom he lnuds
ne p soldier, but ‘not as uw wiiler,”! The chaptor
on Fepianism he parandes ns haviong trebled the
pumbers of the Urovherhood; but surely no
right minded person can take pride in having
thus nesisted to delode hils poorer and more
ignorant countrymen, and to carry out the most
gleantic swindle ever perpetrated under the
closk of patrintism, s it too much to say that
o volume composed of such ingredients is a dis-
reputable speciimen ol literary prostitution ?

“Thus far we have oniy gpoken of the faulte of
(bis fovin. Al this rubbish will have to be
clewred away betore Mr. Halpine can muake any
enduring reputation, and we bejieve that he has
tulent enough to make oneal he chose. His
ifmagination is good, hi= langusge foreible,
g influency remarkable, apd his wver-
sutility exirsordnnry, Give "him & con-
scicnce and he can achieye a tair place in litera-
ture. DBut he must understand, once for nll, that
the Miles O'Heilly sham i no longer acceptable,
that excellence of wunner docs vot atone for
badness of maetter, and that one more book hke
this will be too much for the public patienee,
'‘Haked Menats' was ‘hastily pitehforked toge-
ther,! says the author. We advise him to take
up the pitchiork and toes hiz book out of sight."

—A number of Byron's leiters, formerly in the
posseseion of his friend Hodgson, to whom they
were anddressed, wus lately sold in London. The
firsr, whieh was dnted Newstead Abbey, Novem-
ber 3, 1808, brought twelve guineas; a second,
dared some Bix years later, and interesting from
ite reference to Miss Milbanke, then about to
become Lady Byron, realized £6 10s.; a third,
£3 1%, In the last, Byron desires Hodgson to
intorm Drury that he hus a tregsnre for him—a
whole set of origionl Burus® letters, never pub-
lished or to be published, gince they were full
of fearful oaths and the mwost navseons songs,
“However,” Byrou adds, “they are curlosities,
and show him quite In a new light, The mix-
ture, or rather contrast, of tenderness, delicney,
obscurity, and coarseness In the same mind is
wonderful.” A volume of autogruph letters of
Mrs. Biddons brought at the same sale £31 10s.

Tur LeGistamive SATURDAY,—There was an
ancient oustom 1u New England, introduced
from Englavd or Scotland, of devotng a portiou
of the schoolboy’s Suturdays to committing and
repenting the *‘Shorter Uateclusm.” Why it
shouid ever have been ealled “shorter” Is a mys-
tery to us., Grow'ng out ol this custom, no
doubt, the lower House of Congress 18 in the
habit of devoting {13 Saturdays to a similar pers
lormance, It is not exactly eatecheticnl, though
to some extent a rehearsal of obscure doctrines,
badly committed to memory, As Itls growing
into u settled innovation, let us brieily desoribe
ths curious legislative performance.
